Even If they had not vanished before, 
they would have by the close of World war 
n. The atom bomb, the guided- missile, the 
long-range bomber and the rise of, Russia 
as the greatest land power ever to straddle 
the Euraslon continent,, all these helped to 
mBiko Isolationism an empty myth.. 

So It Is that we have entered, through 
- NATO and other arrangements, the firmest 
peacetime commitments to our allies ever re- 

■ corded In our hlstoiy. They are the realistic 
•■ measure of the size and power of the enemy, 

and the nature of modem warfare. ' 

'Since we dnd out friends ore all free and 
Independent, we ate of- course free to dis- 
agree. We often Irritate our allies, and they 
in turn annoy us. Sometimes the rifts seem 

■ fierlQUs, and then excitable men talk of going 
separate ways. 

■ But we- have to realize these- disagree- 
ments are the mark of real freedom. We must

The crash of the air force Olobemaster In Tokyo, 
which brought death to lit) United States servicemen, 
the worst air tragedy In history, raises the qucsUon as 
to whether thls-Jumb04lced air transporUtlon is ad- 
visable. Thic l5 not the first time this type of trani- 
pnt bss carried a large number ot our military men 
to their deaths. Similar acddenta have been happen- 
ing regularly tor the past year. 

This Tokyo crash grew out of transportation activ- 
ity' covering a \try shtu-t distance. Any one of the 
huge number of naval transports at hand would have 
moved these men in safety and within reasonable 
Ume. Undoubtedly the transportation cost would have 
been much cheaper. Surely thera was no emtxteacs 
that demanded the use of planes to nish these re- 
placements into tho Korean theater. 

There seems to be a limit to the size ot air equip- 
ment Thousands and thousands of smaller planes 
operate without any great hazard. These air giants 
are another matter, as would tie Qulokly evident if 
there were a tabulation of, the lots ot lives from the 
use ot this oversize plane. 

Conffreis should demand that competent alrcran 
authorities outside the air force investigate this long 
string of criuhes by large planes. In addition to the 
Imperative need of ending the risk of American Uvea 
throuih the continuation of what appears to be a 
questionable idea. It might well be found that the air. 
force delves into equipment not necessary in its basic 
assignment ot protecting the nation or carrying the' 
war to th? enemy. -

T)icre's a big, gray-haired man 
still dreamhig of the "might have 
been'.' who undoubtedly would tell 
the impatient young Curt to "toko 
it easy." . 

Tbat'a Dluy Dean. Because It was 
an accident to his foot which un- 
conscloiuly forced Dean to alter b\s 
pitching motion and quickly ruined 
one of the greatest arms the game 
ever has known. 

Old Dli, like the yotmg Simmons, 
was a tost boU pitcher who "Just 
rored back and fogged 'em in." He 
did It with a Joyous and flagrant 
bravado, which made Mm different 
In one way from the qUlet, buslneu- 
llko Simmons. ' 

Dean waa different, too. In that 
he already had proved -his great- 
ness, when his arm went Simmons 
la ft' fellow who "aixlved" In IBSO,
